Very  heavy  yielder, 
especially  adapted  to  central  and  western 
North  Dakota.  Ears  are  large,  6  to  8 
with  10  to  12  rows.  Color  light  yellow,  somewhat 
rather  flinty.

13 — The  original 
strain  was  a  rather  large  somewhat  late 
variety  first  distributed  from  the  Univer¬ 
sity  Farm  at  St.  Paul  in  1887.  Having 
been  growm  for  a  long  time  in  North  Da¬ 
kota  it  has  gradually  become  acclimated 
until  now  it  is  as  early  as  Northwestern 
Dent  in  this  section.  On  account  of  the 
smaller  cob  it  dries  out  more  quickly  in 
the  fall.  Grows  very  leafy,  7  to  1Y2  feet 
tall,  and  produces  a  medium  large  ear 
with  16  to  20  rows.  The  early  strains  of 
Minnesota  13  are  the  recognized  standard 
and  most  widely  grown  variety  in  the 
eastern  third  of  North  Dakota  and 
Northwestern  Minnesota.
